All  applications  for  Private  Bills,  properly 

the  subject  of  legislation  by  the  Legislative 
Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within  the  purview  of 
the  “British  North  America  Act,  1867, ’’whether  for  the 
erection  of  a Bridge,  the  making  of  a Railway,  Tram- 
way, Turnpike  Road,  or  Telegi’aph  or  Telephone  Line; 
the  construction  or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal, 
Lock,  Dam,  Slide,  or  other  like  work  ; the  granting 
of  a right  of  Perry ; the  incorporation  of  any  particular 
trade  or  calling,  or  of  any  .Joint  Stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 
any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what- 
ever, or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of  other 
parties,  or  relate  to  any  particular  class  of  the  com- 
munity, or  for  making  any  amendment  of  a like  nature 
to  any  former  Act, — shall  require  a Notice,  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the 
application  and,  where  the  application  refers  to  any 
proposed  work,  indicating  generally  the  location  of  the

SOUTH  VANCOUVER  BY-LAWS. 


INDEMNITY"  BY-LAW,  1899. 


WHEREAS,  by  sub-section  79  of  section  50  of  the 
“Municipal  Act,  1896,”  provision  is  made  for 
,the  indemnifying  the  Reeve  and  Councillors  by  a pay- 
ment, out  of  the  annual  revenue,  to  each  in  respect  of 
their  attendance  at  meetings  of  the  Council: — 

1.  That  there  .shall  be  paid  to  the  Reeve  and  Coun- 
cillors of  the  Municipality  of  South  Vancouver,  out  of 
the  annual  revenue,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars 
($100.00)  each  for  the  current  year,  payable  at  the  end 
of  each  quarter  year  dating  from  the  first  day  of 
January. 

Provided,  always,  that  thej'  attend  each  and  every 
legular  meeting  or  adjournment  of  said  regular  meet- 
ing of  the  Council,  but  for  each  time  anj'^  one  of  the 
said  Reeve  or  Councillors  shall  be  absent  from  any  one 
of  said  meetings,  except  in  case  of  sickness  or  leave  of 
absence,  then  the  sum  of  four  dollars  ($4.00)  shall  be 
chai'ged  and  deducted  from  the  indemnity  as  aforesaid 
of  such  absentee. 

Provided,  also,  that  in  the  event  of  any  of  theafoi'e- 
said  Reeve  or  Councillors  holding  office  for  a portion 
only  of  said  current  year,  then  a “pro  rata”  proportion 
of  said  indemnity,  subject  to  the  deduction  as  aforesaid, 
shall  be  paid  him  for  such  proportion  of  the  year,  and 
no  more.
